2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1 and 2 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Mansfield. 

Mansfield teaches all the limitations of the claims except for the mix module being constructed of a polyether ether ketone 
reinforced with graphite and PTFE lubricants or being constructed of KETRON™ PEEK HPV. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to have provide the device of Mansfield with the mix module being constructed of a polyether ether 
ketone reinforced with graphite and PTFE lubricants or being constructed of KETRON™ PEEK HPV, since it would provide a better 
spray gun, and also it is a matter of design choice. 

Claims 1 and 2 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
